Common-wealth 
may receive much prejudice ,.if perticular Troops and 
other Forces ſhould attend the ColleRing or bringing in 
the ſeveral Sums in Arrear, by- every perticular Perſon 
within their reſpeQive Baronics: It is further Ordered,that 
ifany perſon or perſons within the ſaid Precin& and Pla- 
ces aforeſaid, ſhall refuſe or negle& to bring to the ſaid 
Treſurie (at thetime limited for Payment ofthe ſame) the 
reſpective Sum or Sums charged upon him or them by 
Virtue of this Order, that in ſuchcaſe,the whole Baronie, 
wherein ſuch Failer of Payment ſhall happen, and the 
Lands, Tenements, Goods and Chartels therein ſhall be 
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liable thereunto: And it ſhall and miy be lawful for the 
Officer, for the time being, who commands in chief with
